Talking Point 


Can euthanasia ever be right? 


“THERE IS A season for everything,” says 
Ecclesiastes (3:1-2) ‘‘a time to be born and a 
time to die.”’ 


Through the abortion controversy, con- 
siderable attention has been focused on the time 
for birth and the “‘right to life.’’ Now public at- 
tention is beginning to be directed on the time to 
die and the ‘‘right to die with dignity,”’ through 
the activities of euthanasia groups and a new 
medical specialty, thanatology. 


Taken from the Greek word thanatos, death, 
the aim of thanatology is to remove the dying 
_process from its often depersonalizing, 
mechanical context and make it more human 
and humane. 


THE MARVELS of modern medicine can keep 
a dying patient alive for a few more weeks, or 
days or hours. But there is a 
growing conviction that such 
“life-prolonging” techniques 
and procedures can be need- 
lessly cruel by prolonging the 
patient’s suffering and creat- 
ing a crushing emotional and 
financial ‘burden for the family. 


To many people the term 
euthanasia is equivalent to 
“mercy killing” and associated 
with the Nazi program of kill- 
ing mentally defectives, invalids. and the 
incurable sick. 


This form of ‘‘active’’ euthanasia is-carefully 
distinguished from the ‘‘passive’’ euthanasia 
which groups such as the Euthanasia 
Educational Fund and the Euthanasia Society of 
America espouse. 


POPE PAUL denounced ‘‘active euthanasia’”’ 
in a statement to the International Federation of 
Catholic Medical Associations in Washington 
D.C. Euthanasia ‘“‘without the patient’s per- 
mission is murder, and with his consent, 
suicide,” he said. ‘‘What is morally a crime 
cannot under any pretext become legal.” 


But in the same statement, Pope Paul 
reiterated the doctrine propounded by Pope Pius 
XII in a series of addresses in the 1950s, ap- 
proving of ‘‘passive euthanasia.”’ 


While doctors have the duty to fight against 
death with all the resources of science, the Pope 
said, they are not obliged to use all the survival 
techniques developed by science. Mere 
prolongation of ‘‘vegetative’’ life in the terminal 
stage of incurable disease could be ‘‘useless 
torture,’’ he said. ; 


POPE PIUS XII went even further. Defending 
the morality of administering pain-killing drugs 
even though they: hastened death, he said: ‘‘The 
removal of pain and consciousness by means of 
drugs, when medical reasons suggest it, is 
permitted by religion and morality to both doctor

Expanding TV apostolate 
now on Escondido cable

ESCONDIDO — The San 
Diego diocese is expanding 
its television apostolate with 
a new program in this area 
on the work of the Church. 

A pilot program — ‘The 
Church Today, an~Over- 
view’’ — has been taped on 
location at Alcala Park and 
St. Mary’s church here 
where Father William 
Valverde, associate pastor, 
is producer. 


The 30-minute pilot will be 
telecast during week of Feb. 
14in the Escondido area over 
cablevision channel 10, 
which has about 10,000 
subscribers. Time has not 
been fixed. 


IT IS HOPED that the 
program will be telecast 
later on other cable channels 
in the diocese. 


Featured in the pilot is 
Bishop Leo T. Maher who 
“visits” with the televiewers 


to explain what the diocesan 
Church is doing and to pray 
with them. 


Also on the show is Father 
Jeremiah Murphy, pastor of 
the host church, and Father 
Valverde who introduces the 
various segments. These 
include rehearsals of a 
morality play and Irish 
dancing demonstrations. 

FATHER’ Roger A. 
Lechner, vice-chancellor, is 
serving as coordinator of the 
new TV project. He ex- 
plained that time for the pilot 
program cost $275, paid for 
by an anonymous donor. 

While the show will be 
taped at no cost to the 
diocese, he said, time will be 
bought. 

Programs will be 
produced by Father 
Valverde and a professional 
lay producer. 

AIM OF THE telecasts, 
said Father Lechner, will be 
to show the on-going work of 


the Church through actual 
on-the-spot activities, 
demonstrations and panel 
discussions, and to teach 
Christian principles through 
morality plays. 

In the pilot, Bishop Maher 
tells viewers: 


“The Church today is 
doing the work of Christ.

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In-home visits begin this week 


THE FIRST personal visits of Steward- 
ship ‘72, the new program to provide $2 
million for parish and diocesan needs, are 
being made this week with the pastors 
inaugurating the visitation effort in each 
parish. 


“These initial visits are demonstrating 
that Stewardship ‘72 is off to an excellent 
start, and it is becoming more apparent day 
by day that this vital diocesan-wide effort is 
destined to be an outstanding success.” 
Father William Cooney, Stewardship ’72 
coordinator, said. 


“Preliminary reports indicate this suc- 
cess, not only in reaching our financial 
objectives, but in our educational goals of 
bringing the message of Christian 
stewardship to all parishioners in the 
diocese.

PEOPLE OF THE San Diego diocese 
will have a unique opportunity to meet 
one of the Universal Church’s most 
prominent and respected prelates when 
Cardinal Leon-Joseph Suenens of 
Belgium visits here in March. 


The Archbishop of Malines-Brussels 
will speak at 8 p.m. Thursday, March 9, 
in Our Lady of Grace church, 2766 


’ Navajo road, El Cajon. His topic: ‘‘The 


Church — Ageless, Aging or Coming of 
Age?”’ The lecture will be open to the 
public. 

He was invited to speak in the San 
Diego area by the diocesan Senate of 
Priests, with Bishop Leo T. Maher 
endorsing the invitation. 


CARDINAL SUENENS has_ been 
described as the strongest and most 
out-spoken ‘‘progressive’’ voice in the 


Church and as a ‘‘giant’’ of the Second ~ 


Ecumenical Council. 


He was one of the council’s four 
moderators and was charged by Pope 
John XXIII with two schemas which 
became the constitutions On the Church 
and On the Church in the Modern 
World. 


He spearheaded the movement to 
place the chapter on the People of God 
before that on the hierarchy in On the 
Church. 


THE CARDINAL made three im- 
portant ‘‘interventions’’ during council 
deliberations :. 


_— He supported the revival of the 


Cardinal Suenens 


Church’s permanent diaconate, 


— he proposed an age limit for 
bishops and other ecclesiastical 
superiors and 


— he expounded on the subject of 
charisms conferred upon the laity. 


ARTICLE 12 of the constitution On 
the Church says of charisms: 


“Tt is not only through the 
sacraments and the ministries of the 
Church that the Holy Spirit sanctifies 
and leads the People of God... he 
distributes special graces among the 
faithful of every rank. 


‘‘By these gifts he makes them fit and 
ready to undertake the various tasks 


and offices which contribute toward the 
renewal and building up of the 
Church.” 


IN 1963 POPE John entrusted Car- 
dinal Suenens with the presentation of 
his famed papal encyclical Pacem in 
Terris (Peace on Earth) before the 
United Nations in New York. 


As to whether he regards himself as a 
‘progressive’? in the Church, the 
cardinal says: 


“TI am at the extreme center. In my 
opinion the two extreme conflicting 
tendencies, paradoxical as it may 
seem, suffer from a real lack of faith. 
But for different reasons. The extreme 
left risks losing the purity of doctrinal 
faith... 


“AT THE EXTREME right, I see a 
lack of faith also, not on the doctrinal 
but on the existential level. They have 
no. true faith in the active presence of 
the Holy Spirit in the Church today.” 


Cardinal Suenens was born in 
Brussels, July 16, 1904, and ordained in 
Rome in 1927. A doctor of philosophy 
and theology, he served as rector of the 
University of Louvain. He was ap- 
pointed Auxiliary Bishop of Malines in 
1945, Archbishop of Malines-Brussels in 
1961 and became a cardinal in 1962. 


For those who find it more convenient 
to hear Cardinal Suenens in the Los 
Angeles area, he will speak at 8:30 p.m. 
March 7 in the Hollywood Palladium, 
and March 8 in St. Paul the Apostle 
church in West Los Angeles.

The sign of these times 


If there is one sign which unfortunately remains the 
sign of the times it is the $ sign. At this time of the year 
we’ve just had the president’s enormous program of 
spending, we’re about to make out our income tax 
return, and every parish is involved in Stewardship 
nt 2: 


Bishop Maher was asked by one television reporter 
“Isn’t this a bad time to ask for money, considering 
the preoccupation of people with other demands?”’ His 
reply was that there is never a good time. You just 
have to go right in there at sometime and do it. 


Is the answer to all this demand for dollars some 
system of gambling or lottery? I only raise the point 
because it seems there will be an attempt to get 
through the California legislature this year a con- 
stitutional amendment to authorize a state lottery 
whose proceeds would go to education. 


Lotteries, racetrack betting, bingo, casino gam- 
bling, jai alai and the rest are all very tempting. But 
somehow they fall short of expectations. New York’s 
off-track betting plan failed to achieve revenue 
projections of between $200 and $400 million. 


Many churches have been built largely on the 
proceeds of bingo — but bingo had become big 
_ business, perhaps too big for the spiritual health of all 
concerned. 


I’ve lived in countries where controlled official 
lotteries are legal, and certainly profitable for the 
community ventures they supported. 


The veil adds stature 


A tall man with a well-kept beard and mustache, 
surmounted by the elegant veil of the Russian Or- 
thodox priest, makes an imposing figure. My visitor 
was such — Father Andrei Urusoy, director of te 
research center of 
Christian Russian culture 
in San Francisco. 


Father Andrei, who has 
much of the speedy 
verbal delivery of Arch- 
bishop Furey — and 
some of his looks — was 
born in Moscow, but now 
works for greater un- 
derstanding between his 
former homeland and the 
United States. 


Wearing his klobuk, or 
veil, and with a hundred Elegance veiled 
prayer beads on his left wrist, he carries on a rather 
solitary apostolate promoting the research center 
which aims to help us understand the Christian soul of 
Russia. 


As official translator for the Patriarch of Moscow on 
some of his visits abroad, Father Andrei has intimate 
knowledge of the diplomacy of hierarchical 
negotiations. He can regale you for hours with his 
tales. However you will normally find him in San 
Francisco (Box 7790) if you want him to talk about his 
experiences to your organization. 


Putting it straight 


The priest-editor of The Steubenville (Catholic) 
Register put this note in a recent edition: 
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‘‘Pardon our pride, but we want our readers to know 
that the Register took in more money on ads for our 
Christmas edition than ever before in the history of 
The Steubenville Register. Now if a handful of 
delinquent pastors come through with their back 
Register payments, we might very well end up in the 
black this year.”’ 


I could report similarly — that the amount received 
for ads in the Christmas edition of the Southern Cross 
was greater than ever before. Now if only we can keep 
up the ad receipts by getting more advertisers, we 
shall not only stay in the black but be able to give you 
many more pages. 


Golf in heaven? 


With the passing of the annual Andy Williams golf 
tournament and the advent of the Bob Hope classic, 
our diocese becomes golf capital of the world for a 
time. 


Knowing the popularity of the game among priests 
and laity around here, there are undoubtedly many of 
both attending these tourneys. They may now be 
comforted in the knowledge that the great Bobby 
Jones became a Catholic on his deathbed a month or 
so ago.

Do they care? 


It is always surprising to hear of parents who send 
their children to Catholic schools but who evidently 
are not concerned with their religious education.

Rhodesia and riots 


As one who lived and worked very close to the 
Rhodesian scene for many years — been part of it in 
fact — the current wave of violence and opposition to 
the agreement between London and Salisbury brings 


- no surprise. 


The surprising thing was that Britain allowed the 
Smith government to get off so lightly in coming to 
terms. On both sides there has been too little heed paid 
to the natural aspirations of the largely peaceful black 
Africans there. 


You can’t ignore the realities of a situation which 
finds 250,000 whites virtually ruling 5,000,000 blacks in 
1972 — and for the forseeable future.

Tower of Babel? 


When he ends his public audiences in Rome Pope 
Paul VI usually gives a message and a blessing 
in many languages—as many as 14 on oc- 
casion—including English, Russian and 
Chinese. 


This only serves to accentuate the fact that the 
Universal Church to which we belong is a 
community of millions, different in 
nationality, color, culture and language. These 
differences sometimes present barriers to 
communication between us. 


In our own diocese we have the difference bet- 
ween those who speak English as a first 
language and those who speak Spanish. In 
these days of the vernacular Mass the dif- 
ference is more evident and can sometimes 
lead to division. 


It is important—even essential—that if we are to 
demonstrate to our part of the world a 
Christian community in action, we have to 
start by understanding each other. 


Those who speak only English could become 
more familiar with Spanish. Those who speak 
mainly Spanish should try to become more 
fluent in the official language of the United 
States. 


It’s a step, and in the right direction, for those 
who sing ‘‘They’ll know we are Christians by 
our love.”

Because Jesus identified himself with his followers when 
he said, “In so far as you did this to one of the least of these 
brothers of mine, you did it to me,” (Matthew 25:40) and again 
in John 15:5 where Jesus assures us, “‘I am the vine, you 
are the branches,” we have learned to call Christians 
brothers and “other Christs.” 

This same truth dominated the life of Paul as a result of 
his inaugural vision accompanying his conversion at Damas- 
cus: ‘Saul, Saul, why are you persecuting me?”’ ‘‘Who are 
you, Lord?” he asked, and the voice answered, ‘‘I am Jesus, 
and you are persecuting me,’’ (Acts 9:4+) or again in 1 
Corinthians 8:12, “By sinning in this way against your 
brothers, and injuring their weak consciences, it would be 
Christ against whom you sinned.” 

This indentification of Christ with his flowers lays the 
foundation for Paul’s description of the Church as the Mysti- 
cal Body of Christ: ‘‘Just as a human body, though it is made 
up of many parts, though many, make one body, so it is with 
Christ . . . Now you together are Christ’s body: but each of 
you isa ‘different part of it. In the Church God has given 
the first place to apostles...’ (1 Corinthians 12:12-27) 


Thus when Paul tells us that “God has arranged the body 
so that more dignity is given to the parts which are without 
it, and so that there may not be disagreements inside the 
body, but that each part may be equally concerned for all 
others. If one part is hurt all parts are hurt with it,” (1 


Corinthians 12:24) he is trying to explain the reason for the s 


commandment (Mark 12:33) Christ renewed to teach: ‘Love 
one another; just as I have loved you, you also must love 
one another.” (John 13:34)

Its usage in the liturgy 
dates back to approx- 
imately the year 150 and its 
place was the offertory - 
probably because at that 
point the catechumens were 
instructed to leave. 


Later the rite of peace 
became connected with 
Communion. 


PRIEST PAROLED — Father 
Daniel Berrigan, SJ, will be 
paroled Feb. 24 after serv- 
ing 20 months of a three- 
year sentence for destroying 
draft records in Maryland. 
The U.S. Parole Board cited 


the 51-year-old priest's 
poor health as one reason 
for his release from Danbury, 
Conn., federal prison.

The sign of peace has a 
relationship with the Lord’s 
Prayer, especially with the 
final petition of forgiveness.

Diocese strengthens aging program

CATHOLIC Community 
Services has strengthened 
its apostolate to the aging by 
opening a separate agency 
for developing new projects. 

The new Diocesan 
Department on Aging will be 
funded by $43,000 from the 
Martha St. Martin Trust 
Fund, established by the 
late Bishop Charles F. 
Buddy of San Diego. 


The grant was turned over 
to CCS last week by Bishop 
Leo T. Maher, who was a 
delegate-at-large to the 
recent White House Con- 
ference on the Aging. 

ON HIS RETURN from 
Washington, Bishop Maher 
called on pastors of the 
diocese to re-examine their 
work for the aging and 
suggested as a first step a 
visitation program to all 
shut-ins. 

In presenting the grant, 
Bishop Maher noted that 
President Nixon’s new 
budget contains substantial 
provisions for the aging and 
observed: 

“I’m happy to see the 
President live up to his 
promises to the White House 
conference.”’

ae patient, even if the use of drugs will shorten 
ife.”” 

Most religious groups condemn active 
euthanasia. Although there is no “authorita- 
tive” Protestant view, the Rev. Joseph Flet- 
cher, professor of Medical and Social Ethics at 
the Episcopal Theological School, Cambridge 
Mass., and a member of the Euthanasia 
Educational Fund, believes 
that there is no absolute ob- 
ligation to preserve a patient’s 
life simply because it is 
medically feasible to do so. 


direct inducing of death and 
the passive permitting of 
death, Dr. Fletcher has more 
than once said he felt it to be a 
grave moral or ethical mistake 
to “absolutize” the principle 
of preservation of life, if life is taken to be 
merely biological continuance.” i 


RABBI IMMANUAL Jakobovits, Britain’s 
chief rabbi and a highly respected voice in Or- 
thodox Judaism gives what may be taken as a 
standard of expression of the Orthodox view. In 
his book Jewish Medical Ethics Rabbi 
Jacobovits accepts the “‘legality of expediting 
the death of an incurable patient in acute agony 
by withholding from him such medicaments as 

sustain his continued life by unnatural means.”’ 


The Euthanasia Educational Fund has issued 
over 40,000 copies of what it calls “‘A Living 
Will,’ which states in part: 

“If there is no reasonable expectation of my 
recovery from physical or mental disability I 
request that I be allowed to die and not be kept 
alive by artificial means or heroic measures...I

ask that drugs be mercifully administered to me 
for terminal suffering even if they hasten the 
moment of death.” — 


AT PRESENT, physicians who carried out this 
wish for such drugs could be legally charged 
with murder. In other instances — many doctors 
feel — where they did not employ to the full all 
the life-prolongation techniques they might be 
opening themselves up to charges of malprac- 
tice. 


Complicating the issue is the lack of any one, 
agreed-upon definition of death — a factor that 
makes many doctors chary even of passive 
euthanasia. 


“IT tend to be basically moved toward 
(euthanasia), said Dr. Barry Wood, a 
Manhattan internist who is also an ordained 
Episcopal priest. “But I become more con- 
servative as I see the possibilities. One 
possibility is to declare certain people unfit — 
and this has happened in the past.” 


DR.FRED ROSNER, director of hematology 
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at Queens Hospital Center, who is called by the 
New York Times ‘‘a_ leading critic of 
euthanasia,” has expressed a similar fear. ‘If 
euthanasia were legalized, the next logical step 
would be the legalization of genocide and the 
killing of social misfits..:.And who can make the 
fine distinction between prolonging life and 
prolonging the act of dying?”’ 


Other opponents of euthanasia argue that 
families might let a patient die for ulterior 
motives. They may wish to relieve their own 
suffering rather than the patient’s. Heirs may 
have an eye on the patient’s estate. 


The controversy shows no signs of reaching a 
conclusion. One thing is clear. More and more 
people, accepting the inevitability of their 
‘appointment with death,” want to keep that 
appointment with dignity, and in freedom. And 
more and more people are willing to support this 
as a basic human right.

Conscience vs law —big moral problem 


A VERY REAL problem facing the people of 
the Church today is the question whether or not, 
and how far, we may interpret Church law on a 
personal basis. 


For two cénseeutive weeks, “Christ Lines,” 
the Sunday bulletin of St. Francis Xavier 
Cabrini churefi, Créstline, discussed the conflict 
between legal :

“THE LEGALISTIC approach...has the ad- 
vantage of ready made decisions based on 
lifelong experience. It demands obedience...a 


remedy against the original sin of disobedience... 


“‘Personalism demands that one make mature 
and responsible decisions.’’ But has charity been 
offended in the name of obedience, and does not 
immaturity require the guidance of law? 


Admitting that law is the distillation of 
thousands of years of experience, a valuable aid 
to living and a precious heritage, it reminds that 
law is not an end in itself, nor will one law fit 
every case. 


“IT IS USUALLY wrong to disobey law, but 
not always seriously wrong...Catholics believe 
that the Church has received from Jesus through 
Peter, law-making authority and jurisdiction. At 
that time it was a very authoritarian world.... 
Those who had authority used it very strictly.” 


It was in that kind of world many of the Church 
laws were promulgated. The Eucharistic fast, 
Friday abstinence from meat, the Sunday Mass 
obligation, the numerical accounting for sins in 
confession, all owe their origin to the legalistic 
approach. : 


Dealing specifically with the Eucharistic fast, 
“Christ Lines’? considers the effect of the 
minimal fasting requirement. “‘Is it to be taken 
less seriously because it is shorter?....Strict 
traditionalists would hold the law as seriously 
binding in conscience as ever. Others who take 
even the moral law lightly would pay little at- 


tention to disciplinary regulations such as this. 


“OTHERS...SENSE a different spirit behind 
the present very minimum regulation. This _ 
token fast is retained out of 
respect for a long tradition. 
It is kept as a constant reminder 
that we shall have a deep re- 
spect for the sacredness of 
the Blessed Sacrament. At the 
same time it is of greater im- 
portance that people do en- 
rich their lives by receiving 
Holy Communion.” 


Touching on the difficulty 
of discerning how and in what 
cases the law may be auto- 
matically applied, the article 
concludes: 

“..there might be times a person snould not 
receive, although legally allowed. 


“Holy Communion is an intimate spiritual- 
physical relationship with Jesus and through 
Him with our fellow Christians. Such intimacy 
may be inappropriate if a person has allowed 
Christian love to cool. Yet again, as in more 
everyday relationships, sometimes the intimacy 
of Holy Communion may rekindle the love one 
should bring to Holy Communion. 

‘‘THE LEGALISTIC approach can actually be 
easier than the personalistic or relationship 
approach. In any case we must honestly follow 
our conscience.”’

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There are other beliefs about God which relate 
to our being in the world. Two of these concern 
vocation and stewardship. 


Stewardship like vocation, is rooted in the 
conviction that it is God‘s world. 


To see oneself as a steward of God’s is to 
acknowledge that one does not really own or 
possess anything. What I have is not mine in any 
ultimate sense. It is not mine partially because I 
haven’t earned it. 


As Americans, the affluence available to us is 
not the result of our labor. It is the result of a gift - 
of climate and land. It is the result of slave labor. 
It is the result of the time and sacrifice, 
sometimes perhaps the cheating and brutality, 
of parents and grandparents. My life, my 
abilities, and resources are given to me. 


What I have, or what we have, is not mine or 
ours further because it is for all the world. It is 
for the feeding and clothing and caring of all of 
God’s children. The Gross National Product is 
not an American possession which we are free to 
divide up as we wish. 


Current statistics indicate that although 
people in the United States comprise about 16 
percent of the world’s population, they utilize 
over 60 percent of the world’s resources. With- 
out an understanding of ourselves as stewards, 
we might say that such activity is legitimate. 
But if we are stewards, we cannot say that. 


The world’s resources are for the world, not for 
a fraction of it. Similarly within this country as 
stewards we can acknowledge the justness. of 
proposals to plan to move toward equalizing 
wealth. 


The poor ought not to be poor; they have in-

NILAND — Some church- 
es begin their lives as 
parishes without an ‘“‘in- 
cubation’ period. 


Others start as missions on 
a small scale and must 
“srow up” to adulthood 01 
parish status. 


BUT FOR SOME missions 
there is no parish stature in 
the future. They are not ina 
viable area which would 
enable them to become full- 
fledged parishes. 


Such a mission is St. 
Joseph’s in Westmorland, 
near the Salton Sea in Im- 
perial County, famous for its 
health spa facilities. 


Entrusted to the care of 
Oblates of Mary Immaculate 
priests since about 1940, St. 
Joseph’s has been a mission 
of all four parishes in Im- 
perial County staffed by the 
Oblates. 


THESE ARE Sacred Heart 
and St. Margaret Mary in 
Brawley, St. Patrick’s in 
Calipatria and Immaculate 
Heart of Mary in Niland. 


St. Joseph’s is now a 
“new” mission of the Niland 
parish where Father James 
Whelan, OMI, is pastor. 
Speaking- of some of the 
problems a small mission 
faces, he says. 


“As the yearly income at 
Westmorland is about $500 
there is not much we can 
accomplish. Last year we 
managed to raise enough 
money to put a cooler in the 
chapel.” 


FATHER Whelan told the 


Southern Cross that the 
mission ‘‘badly needs’ a 
multi-purpose hall for child 
and adult religious education 
classes and other social 
functions. 


“The number of Catholic 
families in Westmorland and 
surrounding area is about 
150,” he said. “The vast 
majority of them are of 
Mexican-American ex- 
traction and their occupation 
is farm labor.”’ 


He added however, that for 
about six months out of the 
year, the population rises as 
vacationers come to the 
Salton Sea spas and beaches. 


SALTON, which extends 
also into Riverside county, is 
noted for being about 235 feet 
below sea level. 


Father Whelan, whose 
Niland parish is about 20 
miles from Westmorland, 
said he offers 11 a.m. Mass 
on Sundays in the mission’s 
100-seat wooden chapel. 


He also says an evening 
Mass on holydays and a 
morning weekday Mass. 


THE CHAPEL is a low, 
long white frame structure. 
The only indication that it is 
a religious building is the 
small one-bell tower topped 
by a slim cross.

We shy from extremes 


AS WOMEN WILL, we _ were 
talking...about enthusiasm and _ ec- 
centricity and the value we place on 
dignified behavior. 


We had been discussing the 
demonstrative, emotional style of 
prayer of modern evangelists and the 
uninhibited response of Pentecostals of 
all denominations. 


We Catholics are generally em- 
barrassed by this sort of thing. We are, 
to say the least, suspicious of any kind 
of excessive enthusiasm. 


WE KNOW THAT apathy is a 


_ problem in the modern Church and are 


prepared in many.cases to make our 
contribution to greater involvement by 
attending adult religion classes and 
engaging in various parish activities. 

All well and good, these are ad- 
mirable pursuits. We may even par- 
ticipate with varying degrees of en- 
thusiasm, but generally we operate 
well within the bounds of decorum. We 
do not, my dear, want to go overboard! 


Catholics on the whole have quite a 
“thing”? about going overboard on 
religion! There is a time and a place for 
this sort of thing, but usually it is not 
where we happen to be. ‘“‘I mean, I’m 
as good a Christian as anyone else and 
all that, but there’s no need to be 
fanatic!” 


TO WATCH THE average 
congregation at Sunday Mass an 
onlooker could be forgiven for 
assuming that the cardinal Catholic 
virtues are sobriety and decorum. We 
are, by and large, middle-of-the-road 
Christians and shy from _ over- 
enthusiasm and extremes. 


Father Andrew Greeley, beginning 
his book, The Touch of the Spirit, 
makes the point with two startling 
sentences. “The fundamental 
assumption of Christianity is that God 
is mad, At least by human standards 
the Deity behaves in an em- 
barrassingly berserk fashion.” 


Now before you rush to the 
typewriter to denounce Father Greeley 
it might be an idea to study what he is 
really saying. God is by no means a 


middle of the road person. He does not _ 


love moderately — he loves to great 
extremes. 

HE DOES NOT forgive except to 
extremes. He gives with profligacy and 
rewards out of all proportion to what 
we do or offer to him. 

Father Greeley quotes the parables 
as evidence of God’s excessive passion 
for his creatures. There is the good 
shepherd whose concern for the lost 
sheep led him into the absurd ad- 
venture of hunting through the 
mountains for it, while leaving un- 
tended the other ninety-nine. 

The father of the prodigal son threw . 
decorum to the winds and ran down the 
road to meet his returning son and, in 
an extravagant demonstration, threw a 
feast of celebration for him. 

IT IS UNREASONABLE. As 
unreasonable as the ecstasy of the 
apostles at Pentecost. “They are © 
drunk,’”’ the middle-of-the-road Jews 
said of the wildly enthusiastic first 
pentecostals, who spoke of such crazy 
things as tongues of fire and and 
winds. 

“It is a manifestation of God’s in- 
curable tendency to overdo things,” 
Father Greeley continues, ‘‘to shower a 
super-abundance of riches, to make the 
universe, both material and spiritual, a 
place of incredible and overwhelming 
variety.” : 

Nor was Jesus less immoderate or 
more discreet. The Pharisees 
repeatedly complained of his ex- 
tremism. He really need not have 
associated so openly with prostitutes — 
and public sinners — it was scandalous 
and most awkward for his followers. 

HE PROCLAIMED outrageous 
doctrines of resurrection and turning 
the other cheek! He spoke of eating 
flesh and drinking blood to orthodox 
Jews! 

What must they think, our 
irrationally loving God and His un- 
naturally compassionate Son, of 
Christians who are too dignified to pray 
aloud in spontaneous abandon; who are | 
loathe to exclaim of the wonders of God - 
at - say - a social hour or dinner party? 

What must they think of our discreet, 
cautious, exclusive Christianity?

THE GOSPEL AND 
UNITY edited by Vilmos 
Vajta, Augsburg.

The greatest promise of 
ecumenical progress seems 
to come from a continuing 
Lutheran-Catholic dialogue.

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Mahalia Jackson dies at 60° 3 
World's greatest Gospel singer sang for her Lord 


CHICAGO (RNS) — 
Mahalia Jackson, who spent 
her life making a ‘“‘joyful 
noise unto the Lord,’’ died 
here in-a suburban hospital 
on Jan. 27. She was 60 years 
old. : 


The world’s’ greatest 
Gospel singer died of a heart 
seizure. She had been in poor 
health for several years. 


President Nixon led the 
nation in paying tribute to 
Miss Jackson, who was 
raised in poverty and whose 
voice and faith in God took 
her to the pinnacle of artistic 
success. He said: 


“AMERICA AND the 
world, black people and all 
people, today mourn the 
passing of Mahalia Jackson. 


“She was a noble woman, 
an artist without peer, a 
magnetic ambassador of 
goodwill for the United 
States in other lands, an 
exemplary servant of her 
God 


‘‘All her years:she poured 
out her soul in song and her 
heart in service to her 
people. 

“MILLIONS OF ears will 
miss the sound of the great 
rich voice ‘making a joyful 
noise unto the Lord’ as she 
liked to call her work — yet 
her life story itself sings the 
Gospel message of freedom, 
and will not cease to do so.’’ 


In 1967, the singer was 
hospitalized in Berlin for 
heart trouble. 


Her doctors constantly 
warned that she overexer ted 
herself and was often near 
exhaustion because of her 
demanding schedules. But 
she refused to stop singing. 

MISS JACKSON was born 
in New Orleans on Oct. 26, 
1911. ; 


Forced to leave school 
after the eighth grade, she 


worked as a maid and wash- 
woman. At age 16 she went to 
Chicago where she also 
worked as a domestic. 

As a member of a Baptist 
church choir in Chicago her 
reputation spread 


throughout the black com- 
munity and in 1934 she made 
her first record, ‘‘God Gonna 
Separate the Wheat from the 
Tares.”’ 


HOWEVER, it was not 
until the late 1940s that she 
became well known to all 
Americans. After a 1950 
debut in Carregie Hall, Miss 


Jackson became an in- 
ternational personality. 
At an early age, she 


decided to concentrate on

A low average can be 
expected since many 
parochial schools receive 
teachers from religious 
orders. But the list also in- 
cludes a number of non- 
public schools which use only 
lay teachers. 


Nevertheless, only five of 
the 100 schools surveyed 
spend more than $500 per 
pupil unit. State average for 
public schools is about $750 
per pupil unit. 

ON THE LOW end of the 
scale, one local private 
school reported spending 
only $189.94 per pupil and the 
lowest-cost metropolitan 
private school reported 
expenditure of $220.13 per 
pupil. 

One metropolitan area 
non-public school reported 
spending $761.38 per pupil. 
This was the highest 
reported among the private 
institutions, but was still $100 
below the St. Paul School 
District’s per pupil ex- 
penditure. 

THE AVERAGES com- 
puted by the Tax department 
indicated that parents of 
most of the students in non- 
public schools will not 


_ receive the maximum tax 


credits provided by the 1971 
law—$100 for grade school 
students and $140 for 
secondary school students. 

The average parent will 
get about an $85 tax credit 
for a grade.school youngster 
and about $110 for a high 
school student.

Pentecostalism is 
“growing very fast’

Father Kilian McDonnell, OSB, professor of 
theology at St. John’s University, Collegeville, Minn., 
and author of several books, spoke on the 
“Evaluation of Pentecostalism” on Tuesday, Jan. 25 
in Immaculata Chapel, Alcala Park. 


In a special interview with the Southern Cross, 
Father McDonnell briefly explained the position of 
Pentecostalism in the Church today. 


.Q. Youwrotea book on Pentecostalism inthe Church which 
was optimistic about hierarchical acceptance of Pentecostal- 
ism. Do you still feel that way? 


A. Yes. I think that the 
acceptance by the _hier- 
archy is perhaps even more 
positive now than it was in 
the past. 

We have no new declara- 
tion to that effect, but I think 
the general interest of the 


Q. Do you anticipate any 
more pronouncements by the 
bishops? It is about two years 
since we had an announce- 
ment. 


A. I’m not aware that 
there are any plans fora 
new announcement. 


Q. How could you describe 
the effect of Pentecostalism 
on the Catholic Church at the 
moment? 


A. Well, I don’t think its 
effect on the Church as a 
whole at the present time 
has been a thing of any 
great import. 

What I think is happening 
is that attention is being 
drawn to this spirituality 
and that people are examin- 
ing it. I think that’s the sort 
of effect it is having. 


bishops — especially in 
terms of what they have 
seen —the kinds of personal 
transformation in the lives 
of lay people and priests 
and Sisters — has made 
them even more positive.

I don’t think there is any 
kind of massive effect upon 
the Church as a whole, even 
though the movement is 
growing very fast. 


Q. One thing we always hear about in connection with 
charismatic renewal is emotionalism and personal testimo 
nial. Do you feel this is an integral part of the movement? 


A. I would say this—as a 
researcher, as one who has 
visited various groups in this 
country and Europe and 
Africa—essentially Pen- 
tecostalism has nothing to do 
with emotion. 


I have been in _ highly 
emotional groups but I have 
also been in many, many 


groups where the 
emotionalism was no higher 
than on an ordinary Sunday 
parish Mass, which is really 
not very high. 

It really doesn’t have very 
much to do with emotion. It 
depends on the context. 
There can be an emotional 
element to it, but essentially 
it has nothing to do with it. 


Q. And what about things like the gift of tongues that some 
people make much of and others feel is over-accentuated? 


A. Speaking in tongues 


plays a role of some impor- 


tance in the movement. I 
think that is not really what 
Pentecostalism is about. 
That is not really the issue. 


The issue is fullness of life 
in the Holy Spirit, directed 
towards the proclamation 
that Jesus is Lord, to the 
glory of the Father. 


People in the movement 
are attached to this par- 
ticular gift even though they 
recognize that it is the low- 


est of the gifts. They are. 


attached to it because it 
seems to enable them to 
pray at a deeper level than 


they have been able to pray 
at this point. 


So, if they are attached to 
this gift in a way that seems 
strange to others, it is not 
because of bizarre or theat- 
rical manifestations of the 
gift but rather because it 
enables them to pray ata 
deeper level. 


And people, true 
believers, you know, really 
want to pray at a deeper 
level. I think there are cases 
where the giftis stressed too 
much. I think that happens, 
but it varies from place to 
place. 


Q. Another aspect is healing or miracle services. How do 
we compare with classical Pentecostalism in this way and 
what do you have to say about the ministry of healing? 


A. Well, coming from a 
tradition in which Lourdes 
and Fatima were part of our 
every day Catholicism, I 
suppose it’s a little difficult 
for us Catholics now to turn 
around and reject healing. 


If one could be healed 
through the intercession of 
the Blessed Virgin, it 
doesn’t seem improbable 
that one could be healed 
through the intercession of 
the Holy Spirit. . 

There is, I suppose, the 
major problem that healing 
is a true ministry and these 


things really do happen. It 
has its own dangers. I think 
one can use the healing gift 
in such a way as to deny the 
possibility of pain and suf- 
fering. 


If we quote — as I think 
we should — those passages 
in the New Testament 
where Christ and the Apos- 
tles healed, I think we have 
also to quote those passages 
where they did not heal. 
And that a balanced view 
should be taken toward the 
healing ministry.

Epileptic for 12 years 


Priest helps others like himself

“IN THE PAST 12 years, 
I’ve had over 1,000 epileptic 
seizures,’’ said Father 
William Ryan, geometry 
teacher at St. Augustine high 
school. 


“For a long time I’ve 
wanted to help epileptics like 
myself make it in a world 
that still discriminates 
against persons with ‘con- 
vulsive disorders.’ ”’ 


In July, 1971, Father Ryan 
and other San _ Diego 
epileptics, their families 
and friends organized the 
Epileptic Aid Society to 
assist the 30,000 epileptics in 
San Diego county. 


THE SOCIETY was in- 
corporated as a non-profit 
organization in October and 
now has an office at Catholic 
Community Services, 349 
Cedar street. 


Father Ryan is quick to 
explain, though, that the 
society is not Catholic. 
“There is no such thing as 
Catholic, Jewish, or Protest- 
ant epilepsy,” he said. ‘It 
is nondenominational. So 
is our organization.” 


The 32-year-old 
Augustinian priest, whose 
epilepsy resulted from a 
swimming accident when he 
was a 20-year-old semi- 
narian, said the _ society 
tries to educate people 
about epilepsy and _ pro- 
vide tutorial and counsel- 
ing services for epileptics. 


“HOW MANY epileptics 
can be served,” he added, 
“depends on the success of 
our ‘each one reach one’ 
plan. If every epileptic or a 
member of his family or a

‘New’ vocation as

SAN BERNARDINO — Their chairs are 
gathered in a circle. There are twelve men 
and two women. One man is obviously the 
leader or instructor, but it is apparent that 
each of them shares some of the respon- 
sibility for the evening’s program. The 
seriousness and the burden, yet also the 
enjoyment, is clear on each face. 

Something unusual is evident about the 
group. Perhaps it is the strange combination 
of intensity and delight with which the 
members take in what goes on. This is made 
even more startling when you realize that 
this is a two-hour seminar in moral theology, 
and it is one of a series. 

MORAL THEOLOGY, after all, is not the 
sort of thing from which most people derive 
their entertainment. Its study is not 
everyman’s favorite way to spend an 
evening. 

The fact that this group is comprised of 
company executives, a-state engineer, a 
religious Brother, a social worker, a few 
priests, and assorted others does not make it 
particularly unique. 

More importantly, the group exists for the 
benefit of five members who are candidates 
in the diocese’s permanent diaconate 
program. This is the thing which sets this 
group apart — these men preparing in San 
Bernardino for their ordination — still three 
years away. y 

THE MEETING seems unique, but for this 
group it is a typical one. They gather 
together two nights each week with their 
theology instructor, Father Francis Wieser, 


old as the Church 


to study the basics and latest developments 
in moral theology. 


In addition, these men travel to San Diego 
every month to meet with their counterparts 
in the southern region of the diocese. There is 
a retreat every three months and a week- 
long workshop during the summer as well. 


The candidates don’t see themselves in any 
unusual light. As one of them pointed out, “‘I 
don’t see any drastic change in lifestyle 
required. Other than the sacramental 
aspects of the office, we will be the same.’’ 


YET IN SOME WAYS, of course, they can 
never be the same. They may be as active in 
their parishes. They may perform the same 
jobs, hold the same occupations, but they will 
not be the same — Father Wieser will see to 
that. 


Their families, too, are being changed. As 
the wife of one candidate said, ‘‘Wives oc- 
cupy a special and vital place in this 
program. We are encouraged to participate 
as fully as possible in the classes, retreats, 
and everything else.” 


It is clear that what is emerging here is a 
whole ‘new’ vocation, though it is as old as 
the Church itself. These men will be ordained 
as deacons but, most importantly, they will 
remain part of the laity. 


THEY REPRESENT a renewed elevation 
in the consciousness of the ‘lay vocation’ in 
which each of us share. This is a whole new 
calling for modern men and for their 
families, yet they are one of us. 


Given the way these men feel about the 


program, it cannot help but make a dif- 
ference for each of us.

Are there talks going on? 


A...Yes, there are talks 
going on. In November there 
was an announcement to the 
effect that the Secretariat 
for Promoting Christian

Catholic and Protestant 
Churches in Northern 
Ireland have played a 
role. than is 
generally conceded in 
preventing total civil war, 
according to the Rev. An- 
drew Weir, general 
secretary of the 
Presbyterian Church in 
Ireland.

In KINSHASHA, Zaire, 
government officials said 
that orders to evict Cardinal 
Joseph Albert Malula of 
Kinshasha from his govern- 
ment-owned residence and 
to close Pope John XXIII 
Seminary ‘‘were not di- 
rected against the Catholic 
religion.” 


Officials of Zaire, formerly 
The Congo, said the orders 
resulted from the cardinal’s 
refusal to set up a youth 
branch of the People’s 
Revolutionary Movement 
(MPR), at the seminary, in 
compliance with national 
law.

An Austrian’ Radio 
broadcast also said 
monasteries will continue to 
welcome persons under 
emotional or mental stress 
seeking an ‘‘atmosphere of 
calm and sympathy.”
